There were no Supreme Court justices on hand 
when the petition was filed, but a date for a hearing 
was expected to be set later today. 
Mis* Kopechne was found dead in Sen. Kennedy’s 
car last July 19 after it toppled off a bridge into a 
tidal pond on Chappaquiddick Island. 
Kennedy did not report the accident for about 10 
hours. He said he had been the driver and lost his 
way, and while he was able to save himself could not 
reach the girl. 
He pleaded guilty to a charge of leaving the scene 
of an accident and was sentenced to a suspended 
two-month jail term.
